W ar A g a in s t Stegomyia. 


The war against the stegomyia still 
Continue s, and the oiling of gutters and 
cisterns goes on with great energy and 
persistence, though a light rain storm 
Tuesday caused a temporary suspen­ 
sion of the work and will doubtless re­ 
quire Hie tortes to go gack over much 
of the gutter territory they have cov­ 
ered to replace the oil washed away. 
Meantime an effort is to be made to re­ 
move from the city all vacant lots or 
ponds where water stands and serves 
as a breeding place for the insect. To 
that end an ordinance was introduced 
in the city council at night providing 
that all vacant lots and other places 
where water stands for more than six 
hours, shall be filled 
to the grade re­ 
quired by tile city engineer's surveys. 
Fine or imprisonment is to be the pen­ 
alty. 
The business interests continue to 
exert 
every 
effort 
to secure 
some 
modification of the quarantine regula­ 
tions which have had the effect of bot­ 
tling up the c ity commercially. 
With 
that object in view, President Souehon 
of the state board of health, who is in 
thorough sympathy with the effort to 
secure a relaxation of the subordinate 
quarantine in Louisiana, Tuesday is­ 
sued a proclamation on behalf of the 
state board of health 
to all the par­ 
ishes and municipal health officers. He 
announced that he has accepted and 
recommends tile acceptance by subor­ 
dinate officers of the marine hospital 
health certificates to through passen­ 
gers from Northern points transferring 
rn screened coaches to New Orleans.

New Orleans, Aug. 2.—Tuesday wit­ 
nessed an increase 
in the number of 
deaths from yellow fever, a fact that 
was not unexpected in view of the high 
temperature that has 
prevailed the 
past two days. 
There was, however,

Italian nam es iii the list, both of new 
rases and deaths, which has charac­ 
terized the reports since the time when 
the fever was first officially announced 
as existent here, 
In spite of the in­ 
creased mortality, the health authori­

“W e need In tins hour more than 
ever before a new baptism in civic j 
righteousness, in public honesty, in the 
patriotism yf pc ce, ill the c o u r a g e to 
say what we believe to be trite and to 
'to what we believe to be right. 
We 
bu re become altogether too tender to 
the wrongdoer, too indulgent to the 
man wrfo fails to use his public trust 
for the public good. 
W e will be un­ 
successful 
in 
preserving 
the 
high 
standards of upright, impartial and 
just government unless the voters are 
strong in virtue and active in fulfilling 
tile duties of citizenship. 
W e have a 
better chance than any other people 
on earth, but it is a chance which lf 
neglected will consign us to a more 
dismal defeat than any other nation 
can suffer.” 
The warning to the American people 
was uttered by Governor A. It Cum­ 
mins in an address before a large audi 
once at the Chautauqua in Iowa Falls, 
la., tile other afternoon. 
His subject 
was “The Reign of Hie Common I’eo- 
ple,” and he based his talk on the re­ 
cent revelations in the financial and 
railway worlds. 
Ile prefaced his ad ­ 
dress with an outline of the history of 
the common people from the earliest 
times to the present, says an Iowa 
Falls special dispatch to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. 
Turning to the combinations of m a n ­ 
ufacturers, he said: 
"They want duties on imports so 
high that, having stifled competition, 
they can sell at home at their own 
prices, even though they sell profitably 
abroad for much less. 
H a v in g either 
bought their rivals or overcome them 
by unfair j radioes, they w ant to be 
let aloin*, and every effort for fair reg­ 
ulation. every demand for square deal­ 
ing, is met by a combination of wealth 
and influence against which only the 
most resolute integrity can stand with­ 
out terror and dismay. 
“ I do not accuse them individually of 
dishonesty, but the system reeks with 
falsehood, trickery and corruption. 
It 
seems like a paradox, but it may be 
true that in the vastness of their opera­ 
tions the profits of dishonor flow clean 
aud pure into the pockets of their 
saintly leaders, but lf so ii am not 
here to ask whether their money is 
tainted beyond sanctification) then let 
them pour their fortunes into the chan­ 
nels of atonement and leave the gov­ 
ernment to the common people. 
“I wish to i m p r e s s upon you the fact 
that these associations of transporta­ 
tion. finance, commerce and industry 
have good and valid reasons for their 
presence in politics, so that you may 
see that they intend to run the gov­ 
ernment if they can, in order that you 
may understand that the reign of tin 
common people is in danger. 
I hope 
that you will resolve that t ’ais peril 
may be averted and th a t the common 
people shall m ake and enforce the laws 
of the republic. 
“ It is not my object at this time to 
discuss 
with 
you 
the changes 
that 
ought to be m ade in the laws that a f ­ 
fect these corporations, but rather to 
discuss with you the more vital ques­ 
tion which lies ut tin* threshold of gov­ 
ernment. 
I propose the Inquiry: 
Is 
there anything that can be done that 
has not been done to m ake it more 
certain that the common people xviii 
continue to reign—that is, to determine 
'from time ’o tittie what—trnvs should 
be enacted and the kind of men who 
shall interpret and enforce them?” 
With regard to the railroads G o v ­ 
ernor Cummins said: 
“We have 210,OOO miles of main track 
railway capitalized at nearly $14,000,- 
000,000. 
It cannot be managed except 
lay corporations unless it is assumed 
by government, and I for one have no 
hesitation in saying that the day of 
government ownership ought not to 
dawn until the virtue and strength of 
the American people are exhausted in 
tile attempt so to regulate the railways 
that their service will be without dis­ 
crimination 
and 
their 
compensation 
limited to 
reasonable reward. 
The 
railways are many, but the centraliz­ 
ing tendencies of the past q u arter of 
a century have been so overwhelming 
that they are dominated by divisions 
and, except upon tin e occasions, com­ 
petition has been substantially elimi­ 
nated from the affairs of tran sp o rta­ 
tion.” 
In closing the speaker appealed to 
his hearers to support the sta te pri­ 
mary election law and condemned u n­ 
compromisingly 
the use of railroad 
passes by city, county, state and n a ­ 
tional officials.

per cent of the operators stayed with 
the company anil as far as he was able 
to ascertain this condition prevailed 
nearly everywhere on the Northern P a ­ 


cific.

D i s p a t c h 
reporter 
Supt. 
Blanchard said: 
“ We are simply giving 
the operators a chance to make a stand 
either for or against 
the 
company. 
W here they accept the schedule their 
work continues without interruption, 
but where they refuse we will simply 
take out the instruments and close the 
office until such time as other men can 
be brought on to take their places. This 
does not in the least cause any delay or 
inconvenience in the train service, but 
the public stiflers at these points. 
W e 
will do everything in our power, how­ 
ever, to look after 
them and hope to 
have everything running smoothly in a 
short time.” 
Supt. Blanchard left this afternoon 
for Staples and will stop at all the sta 
stions where there are telegraph opera­ 
tors. 
No notice of a lockout were received 
by the men working on the night and 
day shifts here. 
George Rice is the 
only day operator and he received no 
information 
this morning except that 
Superintendent Blanchard, of the S u ­ 
perior division, had left 
Duluth in a 
special and was headed this way. 
He 
stopped at each station along the way 
and unless the operators at the differ­ 
ent points gave in to the terms of the 
company the tickers were taken out and 
telephones installed. 
According to the te le :raphers about 
2,000 men are affected 
by this strike, 
about a thousand each on the Northern 
Pacific and the Great Northern. 
A statement on behalf of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific was given out as follows by 
General Manager Horn yesterday after­ 
noon: 
‘“ Shortly before noon the Northern 
Pacific started a lockout of its tele- 
grapliers because of a strike vote taken 
on M ay 27. 
Strike instructions were is­ 
sued Ju ly 5, and these, with the vote, 
are still hanging over its head in spite 
of the fact that during several weeks’ 
negotiations the points of difference 
have been pretty generally cleared up 
excepting the Sunday rule and raise of 
minimum. 
The Sunday rule demanded 
is different from any in the United 
States, and would add to the payroll of 


the telegraphers 
about $100,000 per 
year. 
The company's rates of pay are 
not exceeded, but on the other hnnd are 
considerably higher than on most of the 
roads in the same territory. 
It has 
made liberal increases to its telegrap li­ 
ers during the past five years. 
“ As compared with 1900, the same 
positions that existed in that year the 
company is paying in 1905 $110,000 ad 
ditional. This increase relates oiily to 
tho positions in 1905 which were in ex­ 
istence five years ago, 
“ There are also in existence over 200 
more positions than existed 
in 1900. 
These of course take the PHG higher 
rates. 
Comparing the 1905 positions 
with those of 1900, as a whole, toe tel­ 
egraphers are receiving an increase of 
annual pay amounting to not less than 


$150,000. 
“ The increases made May I and those 
agreed upon at the recent conferences 
foot up about $20,000 over and above 
the increase paid prior to May I of this 


year. 
“ The impractical rules and exhorbi- 
tant demands made by the committee 
in the first proposition and practically 
repeated in their proposition of Ju ly 27, 
are considered conclusive proof that at 
no time has it been the intention of the 
committee to make concessions which 
would enable the company to make a 
satisfactory settlement.

Washington, Aug. 2.— President Jo r­ 
dan and Secretary 
Cheatham of the 
Southern Cotton association Tuesday 
issued a statement 
addressed to the 
members of the association calling at­ 
tention to the recent disclosures in the 
cotton statistical work of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, declaring that ef­ 
forts are being made to divert atten-' 
tion from the “ deficiencies” of the sys­ 
tem itself ‘ to the thieving propensities 
of a few unworthy officials” and set­ 
ting forth demands to be made on con­ 
gress to reform conditions, as follows: 
“ First— The 
establishment 
within 
the department 
of agriculture 
of a 
bureau to be known as the ‘cotton bu­ 
reau,’ 
charged specially and 
solely 
with the duty of reporting ut on the 
cotton crop and all matters concerning 
that staple. 
“ Second— The appointment as the 
head of that bureau 
at an adequate 
salary of a man whose reputation and 
antecedents shall be beyond reproach 
and whose fam iliarity with cotton cul­ 
tivation shall be an additional guar­ 
antee of his fitness. 
“ Third— An organization of the Bu­ 
reau so established upon thoroughly 
scientific lines as will insure no pos­ 
sible bias in favor of either buyer or 
seller, 
or producer of 
manufacturer 
shall be presupposed or asserted. 
“ Fourth— The passage of a law that 
will he more specific in its scope and 
under 
which government 
e m p lo y e s 
can he prosecuted for giving away or 
selling valuable 
information as has 
been done in the statistical bureau.”

Mr. Newbolt’s poem w as Inspired by 
an account of the battle of M ukden 
w ritten by a Jap an ese officer to his 
brother, who is now in England. 
The 
w rite r is Lieutenant T okutaro Oshlo, 
w ho has received two “kanjos” for 
gallantry. 
A translation of the letter, 
which was published in the London 
Times, is in p art as follows; 
“ From Feb. 2-4 to 28 we wen* at Fan- 
latoza, and on March I w ere placed 
under the orders of General Tachlml, 
and then marched to Dodaishi; thence 
to Zenneiigyoho. 
Here, as usual, the 
Russians held a position of great n a tu ­ 
ral strength, supplemented with every 
device known to the modern m ilitary 
engineers -aud the Russian engineers 
arc* 
splendid—barbed w ire entangle­ 
ment, abattis, pits, all complete, and 
all that could be seen w ere the muz­ 
zles of rifles out of the solid m asonry 
of tile walls. 
“ W e advanced very slowly, step by 
step, thiough the show er of bullets, 
rifles and M axims m aking a continuous 
singsong like tile singing of a thou- j from 
sand thrushes. 
Now a m an on my 
right goes down, now one un my left, 
then a fellow is blown to pieces be­ 
fore one's eyes, his flesh Is scatterer I 
und some of it comes upon one’s face. 
Voice of an officer encouraging some 
wounded men, or orders given in a 
hoarse undertone, or a banzai for our 
1 em per *r, the last breath of a dying 
man all these blended together in the 
j din of battle ru.-h through one’s ears 
I until one might think it all a night- 
: m are but for the evidence of one's 
! eyes. 
“ After the d a y ’s exertion the place 
rem ained in the enem y’s hands. 
W e 
had our colonel w ounded and m any 
others placed hors de combat. 
Then 
w hen these things were known to the 
men their determ ination and fierce in­ 
dignation reached the highest pitch. 
They said th at they would not leave 
the field of battle dead or alive or go 
into hospital until the colors of the 
regim ent floated above the R ussian 
works. 
In the night the colonel called 
together the officers and said, ‘W e m ust 
take the position a t all costs or w e 
fail In cdr duty to the com rades of 
I other sections. 
If unsuccessful, there 
: is only one thing for us to do—die. 
; Gentlemen, w e will attack the enem y 
now, and I ask you to leave your bones 
Ion this field of b attle w ith me.’ 
“ We in <*ne breath called out: ‘B an ­ 
zai: 
Let us do or die.’ 
Orders w ere 
given out at once: ‘Any one tiring w ith ­ 
out orders shall be court m artialed.’ 
‘Use your bayonet.’ 
‘Officers will look 
for the enem y’s leaders.’ 
‘I to not ex ­ 
pect to return alive,’ and s > on, and so 
mi. 
At 2 a. in. the attack beg; n. 
At 
d<>o m eters w e stopped and m ade the 
final 
dispositions, 
then 
approached 
within IO) m eters of the Russian lines. 
The enemy poured sh »t and shell from 
every available rifle and Maxim and 
light field gun. 
Th nigh the d istance 
w as short and the night w as d ark, at 
this point the enem y's fire began to tell 
terribly. 
“ A man turned over, letting g> 011“ 
hand from his rifle, so I kicked bim 
gently on the shoulder to see if he had 
I fallen asleep he w as dead. 
I h o ar! 
» gnashing of teeth behind me—a poor 
fellow was discharging blood from bb* 
mouth. 
Yet not a sound, not a cry of 
pain, not even a m uttered moan. They 
rem embered their orders. 
R eaching a 
point where we were just able to see 
the abattis, we charged with an e a rth ­ 
quaking hurrah and we rushed it. W e 
—some few dozen of us entered the 
defense from the enemy’s right flank. 
Here there were no entanglem ents or 
abattis. 
“ I Jumped over the trench a n d over 
the breastworks into the interior.

“Yiimnda, Y ainada, Oka. Oka, now be 
careful!’

Steady, steady! 
Banzai!

In half a n hour It was all over, 
though it nj 1 teared half a lifetime. 
“As the enem y retreated in d iso rder 
across the open without arm s, w ith ­ 
out hoof s, volley a fte r volley w as given 
at the order. 
I find that most of those 
who ore hit 
generally receive 
their 
wound w hen rising to charge or in the 
iict of crossing a trench or g ettin g over 
a breastw ork 
in fact, Just in tho act 
of changing from one attitu de to a n ­ 
other. 
W hat is needed to save th e men 
is that they should be trained to per­ 
form su.-h an act in us short a space 
of time as ; ossible. 
Still, life or death 
is no busim - of ours.
